Fine Archeological Collec­ 
tion for Houston, Texas. 


One of the largest and most inter- 
esting archeological collections in the 
Southwest is that of Prof. W. F. Cum­ 
mins, oil geologist for the Southern 
Pacific railroad. 
Professor Cummins 
has announced his intention of pre­ 
senting this wonderful collection of 
ancient relics to the Houston museum. 
It consists of sev eral hundred stone 
and clay images which he found in 
the Maya ruins in Yucatan, Mexico, 
and many strange objects which he 
unearthed 
in 
exploring 
prehistoric 
mounds in Missouri. 
One specimen is 
a sacred image 
carv ed in .stone, found nearly forty 
y ears ago in a Missouri mound, pro­ 
no unced by ex pert geologists o f the 
gov ernment no t o nly 
genuine, but 
the 
finest specimen ev er found 
fro m the 
mo unds and cumuli of the prehisto ric 
civ ilized race o f the United States, 
pro bably tho usands o f y ears o ld. Pro ­ 
fesso r Cummins refused an o ffer o f 
$5,000 fo r it, o r fo r 
a cast o f it, fro m 
a 
go v ernment 
scientific institutio n. 
But he kept it as the o nly o ne o f its 
kind fo r presentatio n to the Ho usto n 
museum. 
The 
wo rkmanship 
o f this 
sto ne 
image is perfect, requiring high ar­ 
tistic skill in co nceptio n and ex ecu­ 
tio n, indicating that an adv anced de­ 
gree o f civ ilizatio n had been reached, 
as well as a kno wledge of species o f 
animals that hav e not existed 
fo r 
tho usands o f y ears 
on this continent. 
The image lias the beak of an eagle, 
the horn of a rhinoceros, the feet of 
an elephant, the shell of a tortoise, 
the flippers of a seal and the tall of 
a Oil a monster, also the wings of 
a 
grasshopper or locust. 
It is stained 
with a brown pigment of some un­ 
known substance, and when discov ered 
was incased in red clny. It Is carv ed 
from a fine-grained hard white lime­ 
stone, Is 38 inches long and weighs 
f>8 pounds. When found a small crpek 
had nit away part of the mound, leav ­ 
ing some of the image exposed. 
It 
has been in Professor Cummins* pos­ 
session since 
1885. 
As the ancients of central Asia had 
the tradition of the Noachian deluge, 
destroying the most of the world, so 
also the ancient American races had 
a similar tradition. 
Hav ing suffered 
from great destruction of v egetation 
in what are now some of the western 
states, their tradition was that the 
world was destroyed by swarms of 
grasshoppers. 
This image commemo­ 
rates the destruction of the world by 
grasshoppers, according to Professor 
Cummins.

“The sun has undoub tedly shone for 
more than a b illion years,” Professor 
Russell said. 
“Assuming as Professor 
Kddington does that matter in the in­ 
terior of stars may b e gradually con­ 
verted into energy to supply these 
losses, the life of a star prob ab ly ex­ 
ceeds ten thousand b illion years. 
“Having accepted this, 
a 
serious 
difficulty regarding the origin of the 
solar system is removed. 
The b est 
hypothesis so far is that which As­ 
sumes that planets owe their exist­ 
ence to eruptions from the sun pro­ 
duced b y the close approach of anoth­ 
er star to the sun. 
This was first sug­ 
gested b y Professors Chamb erlin and 
Moulton of the University of Chi­ 
cago.”

Professor Russell explained how It 
could he demonstrated that the ap­ 
proach of one star close enough to 
another to cause eruptions would b e 
an excessively rare occurrence.
